that Communists were not in- 
terested in killing or torturing 
them but simply In showing the 


prisoners the Communist point 
of vicw. 


A Relief 


That in itself was a relief to 
the prisoners, Major Mayer sald. 
It war followed by some of the 
best education that some of the 
American troops had = ever 
received. Classes were ofganised 
using books written by some of 
the best writers on social 
injustice in tha West—euch as 
Charles Dickens. 

As the classes developed, the 
prisoners were asked to eritj- 
cise the instruction while some 
prisoners were asked to identify 
similar characters among their 
comrades and to criticise them. 
By offering special favours to 
co-operative “students”, — the 
Communists gradually built up 
a situation in which prisoncrs 
were guided inlo criticising not 
only their own shortcomings but 
also those of theis comrades.— 
Reuter.
